The cause birth uniform and 
generally understood, but the causes 
death are manifold and often not 
too clearly defined.

Diseases heart and blood vessels 
were responsible for about percent 
all deaths. Again, our goal pub- 
lic health eliminate all other 
causes death favor dying 
old age from ‘‘tired But not 
all our heart patients died old age; 
there was one instance congenital 
heart disease, condition which can 


often corrected. Six had rheumatic 
heart disease, which can often pre- 
vented. Seventy-nine died from coro- 
nary heart disease, which takes 
increasing toll middle-aged men. 

deaths show gratifying 
decrease compared last year, 
though the cancers ocurred 
such accessible sites the body 
breast, prostate, rectum, pharnyx, 
and jaw. The most common site was 
eancer the lung, but since you are 
not heavy smoker this should not 
worry you too much. 

Accidents, particularly motor vehi- 
ele again took heavy toll 
lives. This department endorses 
wholeheartedly the policy prompt 
and uniform withdrawal driving 
privileges persons convicted 
drunk reckless driving. don’t 
want our highway killers pay for 
their murder with money time 
jail. want them off our high- 
ways before the next victim ap- 
proaches. 

Diseases early infancy were re- 
sponsible for the same number 
deaths last year. Prematurity 
still the most frequent cause. Early 
and adequate prenatal care during 
each pregnancy, matter how ‘‘nor- 
mal,’’ must the rule. 

Pneumonia and influenza, spite 
the widespread prevalence among 
our population, appeared usually 
mild form that the number 
deaths was considerably reduced com- 
pared last year. Just the same, any 
respiratory illness which lingers 
for more than very few days re- 
quires medical attention, particu- 
larly the case children and 
older persons. 

Nephritis its final stage still 
claims number victims each year 
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but again, medical treatment has be- 
come increasingly successful. 

Suicide steadfastly maintains its 
rank number seven the list 
leading causes death. There were 
fewer successful suicidal candidates 
this year than last year, but even 
some these could perhaps have 
been saved they had expressed 
their feelings earlier and 
clearly. 

Cirrhosis the liver only one 
form which appears 
our death certificates. Alcoholism it- 
self listed separately leading 
death. 

Alcoholism quoted primary 
death those instances 
where patient dies from the direct 
effect intoxication; thereby, 
holism maintains two leading posi- 
tions among our causes death. How 
many accidents, how many suicides, 
are actually additional 
deaths’’ shall never know. 

Homicide back with the 
list. Killing did not solve the prob- 
lem, but it’s too late now look for 
better solution. 

Tuberculosis and diabetes were 
gratifyingly absent from the list 
the ten leading causes death. May 
they stay out forever! 


SANITATION 


Intake and output are still most 
environmental sanitation. 
Food, water, and milk, must 
checked regularly safeguard ac- 
ceptable standards, and increased 
amount attention must given 
the dangers air pollution. the 
other hand, sewage, garbage, and 
other wastes must channeled 
sanitary methods which will render 
them harmless and eliminate the dan- 
ger disease transmission. Our san- 
itation staff makes concerted effort 
inspect all food establishments 
the County; all water supplies 
are operating under proper permits 
issued the State Department 
Public Health for those with more 
than 200 connections, and the 
County Health Department for those 
under 200. Water samples are taken 
regularly and tested our labora- 
tory. 

Milk, from supplies inside 
outside our County, being sampled, 
dairies and milk plants within the 
County are being checked regularly 
for production and operation guar- 
antee standards safety. 

Adequate housing, especially for 
the aged, presents ever-increasing 


problem. Improvements certain 
sections the County, particularly 
the eastern part, are urgently 
needed. Urban renewal efforts have 
been discontinued, and remains 
seen what will achieved pri- 
vately. The Yolo Housing Authority 
has been successful many instances 
improve housing conditions 
Woodland, Winters, and Broderick. 
Housing regulations are often con- 
flicting rural and urban areas and 
this respect the adoption the 
State Housing Act apply rural 
areas also, would provide more uni- 
formity. 

Fly control, rodent control, mos- 
quito control, are becoming more dif- 
achieve since resistance 
previously effective pesticides in- 
creasing. 

Some new disposal methods are be- 
ing tried: Davis establishing con- 
trolled burning the refuse 
experimental sewage stabilization 
lagoon the Woodland Sewage 
Treatment Plant operating very 
effectively. 

Quarantine biting animals and 
follow-up nuisance complaints still 
occupy significant amount time 
our Sanitation Division. 


LABORATORY 


our laboratory, perhaps more 
than other divisions, figures 
give the best graphie description 
the general 
inerease 
work. Since 
our lab- 
oratory 
geared for 
service 
physi- 
cians, this 
facility 
widely used most them. 
result, 14,000 laboratory tests were 
requested private physicians, Yolo 
General Hospital, and the Health De- 
partment itself. This very con- 
siderable increase compared the 
10,000 examinations performed the 
year before. 

Serologic tests for syphilis are still 
the most frequently performed ex- 
aminations and make about one- 
third the entire load. part 
this service, the public health labora- 
tory performs more premarital and 
prenatal blood tests than all other 
laboratories the County combined. 
The blood specimen obtained and 
sent our laboratory part 
premarital prenatal examination 


performed either private offices 
the County Hospital. 

Next frequency are tests for air 
sanitation, then comes examination 
milk samples, which performed rou- 
tinely the public health 
tory. Bacteriological examinations, 
fungus tests, and search for parasites, 
likewise, increased considerably dur- 
ing 1959. The was particu- 
larly felt the number tubercu- 
losis examinations, which rose twenty 
percent over last year’s figure. 

mentioned earlier, the labora- 
tory also responsible for air sani- 
tation sampling, and 1959 was the 
first complete year with smog and 
smoke testing figures available for 
our County. 

before, the laboratory takes and 
develops chest x-ray pictures; more 
than 3,000 such examinations were 
performed during the year. 

Probably few people know about 
our laboratory, for only few have 
been inside it. Yet, everyone who 
eats, drinks, and breathes Yolo 
County has been served it. 


HEALTH 


Seventeen Child Health Confer- 
ences are held each month through- 
out the County. They are staffed 
private physi- 
cians, public health 
nurses and volun- 
teers. Each time, 
about children, 
mostly babies, come 
examined and 
listen while the 
doctor and the 
nurse talk the 
parents about nor- 
mal growth and 
development. All babies appreciate 
that they now receive protection from 
diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
and poliomyelitis, all one combined 
injection. Smallpox vaccination, 
course, needs given separately, 
but the babies don’t mind this nearly 
much some their parents do. 

diaper test’’ has been added 
our pre-school program, add- 
ing drop chemical substance 
urine-soaked diaper and watching 
the color reaction, one can detect the 
presence rare metabolic anomaly 
phenylketonuria, PKU for 
short. This nutritional disorder, 
left uncorrected, might result 
certain kind mental retardation. 
The test very simple, and have 
encountered difficulties obtain- 
ing wet diapers. 
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Another test will given routinely 
whereby amblyopia, certain kind 
visual difficulty, can detected be- 
fore irreparable damage results. From 
the standpoint prevention and 
early detection, work with pre-school 
children most gratifying. course, 
only small percentage children 
attend Health Department Confer- 
ences; the great majority receive 
health supervision privately. 


SCHOOL HEALTH 


figures mean anything, let 
said that during the year our public 
health nurses made 1,016 visits 
the County schools 
which they serve, 
held 1,331 teacher- 
nurse conferences, 
and made 181 home 
visits. course, 
what matters 
not the number 
visits but the ex- 
tent which our 
school health serv- 
ice contributes 
the physical and emotional well-being 
our school children. 

The initial vision done 
the teachers, and 2,263 follow-up 
Snellen vision tests were performed 
our public health nurses, which 
turn resulted 247 reférrals 
physicians for suspected visual handi- 

mobile unit conducted the 
school department tested the hearing 
every child our public schools; 
our public health nurses administered 
2,290 individual audiometric tests 
from which they referred 226 chil- 
dren with suspected hearing loss 
physicians. 

Immunizations are longer given 
school grounds, except isolated 
where considerable trans- 
portation difficulties exist. However, 
the Health Department continues 
render this service all children who 
not receive such protection pri- 
vately. This relatively small segment 
our school population still required 
3,599 smallpox vaccinations and 2,672 
injections against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough, and tetanus. 

Our relationship with the 
lum office and the various superin- 
tendents continues close and 
mutual benefit. 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN SERVICE 


One hundred and sixty-nine chil- 
dren were newly admitted this 
service, which fewer than last year 


220 records, considerably more than 
last year, could closed. The con- 
ditions for which children 
were referred various specialists 
our panel are the following ones:

the end the year our total 
load amounted 529 children. 
One addition our Crippled Chil- 
dren’s program has been most valu- 
able: the Elks have traditionally as- 
sisted the treatment children 
with cerebral palsy, and through one 
their ‘‘Major the serv- 
ices physiotherapist were added 
our department. Although this 
program has been effect only for 
very short time, children with 
cerebral palsy already receive physio- 
therapy their own homes. are 
greatly indebted the Order Elks 
for this invaluable assistance. 

Arrangements are under way in- 
crease services available 
under the Crippled Children Service. 
The recent State Legislature author- 
ized pilot studies few selected 
counties determine the feasibility 
adding epilepsy children the 
list conditions covered the Crip- 
pled Children Service. Nephrosis, 
chronic kidney disorder, has 
been included. 


DENTAL HEALTH 


Efforts im- 
prove orthodon- 
tie services for 
handicapped 
children have 
already been 
mentioned. An- 
other point 
worth reporting 
the fact that 
fluoridation community sup- 
ply will the ballot the City 
Davis during the next election. 


CANCER 


most welcome small research 
grant from the State Department 
Public Health enabled institute 
routine examinations for cancer 
the cervix women attending the 
County Hospital. well known 
that the incidence cervical cancer 
considerably higher that group 
our population who receives med- 
ical care public institutions. ad- 
dition, the Health

ALCOHOLISM 


The time has come devote sep- 
arate chapter public health prob- 
lem colossal magnitude. Aleoholism 
its acute form our ninth leading 
the eighth leading cause death; al- 
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helps make suicide the sev- 
enth, and accidents the third leading 
death. However, all 
deaths together make negligible 
fraction the number people who 
are ill from during their 
lifetime. Probably very small per- 
centage alcoholics ever come the 
attention legal yet our 
County jail alone had 1,056 arrests 
for drunkenness during 1959, while 
all other law violations together ac- 
counted for only 855 arrests. Twenty- 
seven patients were committed 
State hospitals inebriates. Gener- 
ally, about percent 
from ‘‘skid row,’’ the rest are 
seattered throughout all strata our 
society. 

Arrangements have recently been 
completed whereby some our 
patients may referred the 
Rehabilitation 
Sacramento for out-patient treatment. 
Our Yolo County Tuberculosis and 
Health Association has assumed the 
responsibility being informa- 
tion center for Alcoholies 
Anonymous conduct regular group 
meetings most communities our 
County. 

spite all efforts, the damage 
human life, health, and happiness 
national average estimated that 
about one every seven families has 
patient their midst. 
For Yolo County this would make 
about 2,000 there one 
your family, see what can done 
about it. not stigma, 
not moral weakness, and won’t 
away itself.

TUBERCULOSIS 


More and more work goes into find- 
ing less and less tuberculosis, and that 
exactly the way should be. 
our public health laboratory alone 
more than 3,000 chest x-ray pictures 
were taken persons referred 
their private physician, Yolo General 
Hospital, Welfare Department, the 
schools, Juvenile Hall, them- 
selves. About percent them 
needed follow-up examinations. For 
the last time, mobile x-ray unit 
hired our local Tuberculosis and 
Health Association toured the 
and took another 2,000 films. Student 
surveys the Davis Campus added 
another 1,200. About 500 our East 
Yolo residents were x-rayed Sacra- 
mento through the courtesy the 
Sacramento County Health Depart- 
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ment and the local Tuberculosis and 
Health Association. Tuberculin skin 
tests are performed increasing 
numbers and about 700 those were 
given the Health Department. 

result such combined ef- 
forts, patients with active 
losis were discovered; all them 
were promptly hospitalized. One el- 
derly patient and one younger man 
dead under the bridge’’ ap- 
parently died from, least with, tu- 
bereulosis. The number our tuber- 
culous patients hospitals, usually 
more than 30, has finally been re- 
duced; the end the year there 
were patients from Yolo County 
Weimar Chest Center and four 
more other sanatoria. 


POLIOMYELITIS 


number virus infections the 
central nervous system are clinically 
indistinguishable from poliomyelitis. 
One boy developed such symptoms 
and his disease therefore had 
poliomyelitis although 
this could not proven labora- 
tory tests. Otherwise, this the third 
year without laboratory-confirmed 
poliomyelitis Yolo County. 

Use the Salk vaccine with three 
initial injections and periodic boosters 
has now been accepted universal 
routine. still have reason 
proud the relatively high immunity 
level which seems prevail our 
county, and are particularly grat- 
ified the response grownups. 
have finally learned accept the 
fact that poliomyelitis longer ‘‘a 
childhood 

Close 4,000 ‘‘polio shots’’ were 
administered through the Health De- 
partment, mainly Child Health 
Conferences. Just the same, paralytic 
many parts the country and 
some counties our own State. Re- 
grettably enough, most patients who 
still contract this disease 
their own failure obtain adequate 
protection. 


SYPHILIS AND GONORRHEA 
Those two ‘‘venereal’’ diseases, al- 
though they are caused different 
organisms, produce different symp- 
toms, and require different treatment, 
are usually mentioned together since 
they are mostly spread sexual con- 
tact. Case-finding techniques and con- 
tact follow-up are therefore quite 
similar both diseases. Twenty-four 
patients were reported for gonorrhea, 
all them infectious stage. 


Twenty-three patients had syphilis, 
but only three were infectious; all 
others had acquired their infection 
many years ago and had been previ- 
ously treated. Every such infection 
could easily have been avoided ade- 
quate preventive measures had been 
applied. Information concerning sex- 
ually transmitted diseases readily 
available every physician’s office, 
the Health Department and, 
hope, home. 


ENCEPHALITIS 


This has been bad year for en- 
less than persons 
were seriously ill with disease which 
showed all typical clinical signs 
encephalitis. Six them could 
confirmed laboratory tests and, 
strangely enough, all six those were 
the so-called St. Louis type which 
used seen only infrequently 
this part the country. This strain 
usually causes more severe symptoms 
and results longer illness than the 
kind virus which used com- 
mon the West Coast, namely the 
so-called Western Equine type. The 
only prevention against 
mosquito-borne encephalitis which 
employ this time mosquito 
abatement. The work our Mosquito 
Abatement District complicated 
the fact that most mosquitoes have be- 
come resistant previously effective 
insecticides that larvicidal meas- 
ures and residual spraying longer 
show striking results. More and more 
emphasis has placed the indi- 
vidual citizen’s responsibility and 
protection the individual house- 
hold. 

Another encephalitis follow-up 
will held Yolo County 
the near future co-operation with 
the Stanford University School 
Medicine; Yolo County patients 
will examined who have en- 
cephalitis recent years. 


RABIES 


finally happened, and it’s good 
thing that did! One raccoon and 
one skunk were discovered rabid 
after having been 
killed near Davis. 
pliance with exist- 
ing state law, Yolo 
County 
elared rabies-en- 
demie area. This 
makes manda- 
tory that all dogs 


vaccinated rabies. This dis- 
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ease widespread among wildlife, 
and dogs are course most fre- 
quently responsible for transmitting 
this disease from other animals 
humans. therefore imperative 
that all dogs protected from rabies, 
not only for their own sake but also 
the interest those whom they 
may bite after being infected. Numer- 
ous rabies vaccination clinics for dogs 
were held throughout the county and 
were fairly well attended. From Jan- 
uary 1960 on, dog license will 
issued only after the dog owner pro- 
valid rabies vaccination cer- 
Those whose animals have 
not yet been vaccinated will asked 
return certain date and have 
their dogs vaccinated that time. 
list such dog owners will pre- 
pared and those failing return will 
visited the sanitation staff 
the Health insure 
their compliance with the law. Rabies 
vaccination for dogs cheap, safe, 
and effective. protects persons 
from disease which easy pre- 
vent and from which one has ever 
recovered. 

the meantime, the merry list 
animals observed examined the 
Health Department for rabies con- 
tinues: 330 dogs, cats, rats, 
gophers, skunk, rabbit, horse, 
calf, and guess, one gibbon ape! 


OTHER COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


The customary parade such 
diseases’’ mumps, mea- 
sles, and ehickenpox did not seem 
leave any noteworthy complications 
its wake this year. There were, 
however, number other serious 
diseases, although the 
transmission not always 
from man man. The list includes 
all things, trachoma. Two ani- 
mals, mentioned earlier, were 
found rabid. 


MENTAL HEALTH 


must stated again that our 
lacks organized community 
mental health services. have been 
fortunate establishing, through vol- 
untary contributions and with federal 
subsidy, part-time Family Service 
Ageney which operates for two days 
each week Woodland. Residents 
East Yolo may referred the 
responding agency Sacramento. 
Other patients are referred the 


Mental Hygiene there. Com- 
mitment mental hospitals continues 
its usual pace for patients who are 
not suitable for out- patient 
Some are referred for private psychi- 
supervision. 

The cost comprehensive mental 
care system consisting clinic treat- 
ment, hospital eare, con- 
sultation, rehabilitation, and educa- 
tion, would admittedly prohibi- 
tive. However, least some those 
services could established 
part-time basis with relatively little 
money and matched state funds. 
The outcome will depend 
initiative, willingness governing 
bodies, and financial ability the 
county. the meantime, very con- 
siderable percentage our staff time 
taken with patients who come 
are visited our nurses for 
emotional problems. One 
hundred patients 
were admitted this service during 
the year which resulted 248 field 
and office visits. 


SOCIAL HEALTH 


three-year project for which our 
department received grant has been 
started. About 100 families need 
social casework were selected and 
interviewed. The response was favor- 
able and the interviews were con- 
ducted three trained workers un- 
der the direction our program con- 
sultant from the University Cali- 
fornia Davis. The results are now 
being tabulated but the program has 
the meantime come standstill 
because our inability hire qual- 
ified social worker the family 
caseload. This service most urgently 
needed and hope able fill 
the vacant position the foreseeable 
future. 

Another, though quantitatively very 
small, amount social work done 
connection with jail inmates. Often 
enough visit from the Health De- 
partment brings the first opportunity 
diseuss socially disabled person’s 
life history some detail. Persons 
with social handicaps such are 
usually encountered among jail in- 
mates certainly not make the best 
candidates for rehabilitation. Just the 
same, efforts are being made make 
them aware existing community 
resources, and they are encouraged 
return the Health Department 
and when they feel the need for as- 
sider this part our jail service 
least important our case-finding 
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for and venereal infec- 
tions, important those diseases 
tainly are. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


The topic health 
Department and other health agen- 
cies the county still being de- 
bated. the meantime, all are 
health educators the extent our 
limited ability. Our health 
nurses are often present when ‘‘health 
films’’ are shown schools, and nu- 
merous meetings with P.T.A.’s and 
other interested groups are held where 
public health programs and 
problems are discussed.

addition, mentioned earlier, 
certain amount health education 
practiced through the routine ex- 
amination female jail inmates for 
within this narrow and isolated field 
health supervision, may perhaps 
timidly stated that crime does pay. 


REHABILITATION 

Rehabilitation has been generally 
management. This service 
urgent need expansion; quantita- 
tively, that more patients can 
admitted, and qualitatively, that 
aspects other than purely vocational 
rehabilitation may considered.

Rehabilitation have their 
files closed before definite plan 
developed, either un- 
suitability the patients 
themselves withdraw. the remain- 
ing ones, fewer than half complete 
training and accept employment. 
Therefore, only one about five pa- 
tients referred for rehabilitation 
successful reaching the goal. 
are close co-operation with the Bu- 
reau Vocational Rehabilitation and 
field worker from their staff visits 
Yolo County regularly. 


BUDGET 

Our total budget 

within $200 
identical with last 
year’s, namely 
$135,375. This in- 
$28,572 
from state assist- 
ance funds and 
$6,463 federal as- 
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sistance. This reduces our actual 
county expenditure almost exactly 
$100,000. This again identical with 
last year’s amount, spite the 
service additions which were listed 
previously. the same time, how- 
ever, the total county budget was in- 
every county tax dollar only 1.17 cents 
public health, somewhat less 
than last year. paper, the differ- 
ence looks harmless enough; prac- 
tice, however, results the fact 
that our professional salaries are 
far below competitive range that 
exceedingly difficult fill existing 
vacancies with properly qualified per- 
sonnel. doubt, there must 
valid reason for this situation, and 
can only hope that our budgetary 
shortcomings may lessened the 
foreseeable future. 


AFTERTHOUGHT 


Whither public health? have 
come long way from our first pro- 
gram garbage can inspection and 
control head lice, our present 
points emphasis: air quality, motor 
vehicle exhaust, health migratory 
workers, occupational health, cancer 
radiological health, alcohol- 
ism, housing standards, medical 
quackery, reproductive wastage, ac- 
cident prevention, and many others. 
Add this such ‘‘traditional’’ 
Health Department services ma- 
ternal and child health, school health, 
mental health, communicable disease 
sanitation, health education, 
and you begin wonder what’s next! 

Whatever the future may bring, 
let’s look forward it! the mean- 
time, good luck and good health! 


YOUR HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Attorney General Gives Opinion 
Food Vending Machines 


Dr. Merrill, State Di- 
rector Public Health requested 
opinion the Attorney General 
whether the Food Sanitation Act, 
the Pure Foods Law, the Restau- 
rant Act apply food 
vending machines. 


The conclusion the Attorney 
was: ‘‘Neither the California 
Restaurant Act nor the Food Sanita- 
tion Act applicable 
food vending machines. The food 
these machines, however, subject 
the provisions the Pure Food 
Law.”’ 


Motor Vehicle Exhaust Bill 
Signed Governor Brown 


Aimed ultimately requiring 
every motor vehicle California 
equipped with de- 
vice, Assembly Bill No. was passed 
the State Legislature its recent 
special session and signed into law 
Governor Brown April 13. This 
bill, the first its kind the Na- 
tion, sets Motor Vehicle Pollu- 
tion Control Board consisting 
members, with power adopt rules 
and regulations, publish criteria 
for approval motor vehicle pollu- 
tion control devices, issue certifi- 
eates approval, and exempt, 
where appropriate, certain classifica- 
tions vehicles from compliance with 
the requirement.

The new law becomes effective late 
July, but its provisions for requir- 
ing installation control devices 
vehicles specify timetable which 
goes into motion only after the new 
Control Board has certified two 
more workable devices. When such de- 
vices, now the developmental stage, 
are approved, they will required 
follows: 


One year after certification 
all new vehicles registered the 
State.

The Motor Vehicle Pollution Con- 
trol Board will appcinted the 
Governor and responsible directly 
him. will located the State 
Department Public Health for ad- 
ministrative purposes. Nine the 
board members will selected rep- 
resent the interests various groups 
throughout the State, and four will 
represent the State Directors Pub- 
Health, Agriculture, and Motor 
Vehicles and the Commissioner the 
California Highway Patrol. 

Before issuing certificate ap- 
proval exhaust device, the Mo- 
tor Vehicle Pollution Control Board 
must find that the device meets the 
motor vehicle emission standards es- 
tablished the State Department 
Health. addition, the cost 
the device and its installation, its 
durability, the ease inspection, and 
other factors must considered be- 
fore certificate approval can 
granted. 

Legislative Steps 


The first steps toward State pro- 
gram control emissions from motor 
vehicles were taken last year when 
the Legislature enacted laws requir- 
ing the State Department Public 
Health draft such standards for 
submission the State Board Pub- 
lie Health and, after Board adoption, 
for submission the Governor and 
the Legislature before February 
1960. 

This was done, and two bills 
motor vehicle exhaust control were 


, 
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introduced the special session 
the Legislature just concluded. As- 
sembly Bill No. 17, which passed, was 
introduced the request the Gov- 
ernor and was co-authored as- 
semblymen and senators. 

This special session also passed 
bill amending Section 426.5 the 
Health and Safety Code which re- 
quired the State Department Pub- 
lic Health set standards the 
exhaust emissions from motor vehi- 
The section amended permits 
the Department set standards 
all pollutants emitted from motor ve- 
hicles rather than limiting the stand- 
ards exhaust emissions. also per- 
mits the Department take damage 
vegetation and impairment visi- 
bility into consideration setting 
motor vehicle emission standards. 

The legislation that has been en- 
acted will, doubt, watched with 
great deal interest California 
well other parts the coun- 
try. This cannot viewed the final 
legislation motor vehicle emission 
expected that future leg- 
islatures will closely follow this entire 
subject and make changes the pres- 
ent laws they are needed. New 
standards for motor vehicle emission 
and new control devices probably will 
also developed and must taken 
into account. 

must pointed out, the pro- 
gram that will undertaken cannot 
expected bring immediate re- 
sults far air pollution con- 
Considerable time will 
needed make the program effective, 
because this will only occur when de- 
vices have been installed virtually 
all the motor vehicles areas suffer- 
ing air pollution.
